Debs, but did so in such a way that 
convinced one he was not sorry at 
having missed him. 
“ W ho IS 
Debs, anyhow?" said 
Gompers, 
“ Why, he is at the head 
of what is left 
of the American 
Railway Union, 
and that is not 
m uch." 
Debs is not housed at any of the 
hotels, and where he is stopping is 
a puzzle to reporters. 
Grand M a s­ 
ter Sargent, of the Brotherhood of 
Firemen, was seen and asked if he 
knew where Debs could 
be found. 
H e curtly replied: 
“ No, sir: I know nothing about 
Debs, 
and do not want to," and 
turned and walked away with an 
injured air that anyone should have 
the audacity to ask him for infor­ 
mation concerning Debs. 
The business that takes Mr. Debs 
to Galveston has not developed.

fellow passenger who arrived on the 
train with him said Debs came to 
refute certain charges which had 
been 
made 
against 
him 
by 
the 
Brotherhood of Locom otive F ir e ­ 
men.

ried with thoughts of typhus fev er, 
smallpox and leprosy, which are 
often scattered broadcast from Chi­ 
nese opium joints, penitentiary con­ 
v icts’ cells and tenement cells and 
sweat shops, where the most de­ 
graded specimens of humanity put 
their life’s blood into mark etable 
goods that the poor, unsuspecting 
public buys unk nowingly, and from 
which this same unsuspecting pub­ 
lic suffers all manner of foul and 
loathsome diseases.

w as lo w er than at its beginning. In the mean­ 
tim e there had been no m aterial reductio n in 
the co st o f pro ductio n, the self binder, the 
gang plo w, m o wer, hay tedder and buy lo ader 
and all o ther great im pro v em ents in agricul­ 
tural m achinery hav ing co me into use prio r to 
1878. 
Subsequent mo dificatio ns and im pro v e­ 
m ents hav e been in the directio n o f greater 
facility in o peratio n rather than o f lessened 
co st.

depreciated or gold appreciated since 
18 73? On their answ er to that depend 
the votes of a m illion honest farm ers. 
M onom etallists say gold has stood still 
w hile all other things have cheapened. 
We say that silver has stood alm ost u n­ 
changed w hile gold has advanced enor­ 
mou sly in valu e, and, w hat is more, we 
prove it by every line of reasoning w hich 
can be applied to the su bject. T hat sil­ 
ver is by natu ral 
law far more sta­ 
ble in valu e than 
gold 
has 
been 
proved from ge­ 
ology, from m in­ 
eralogy, 
f r om 
m etallu rgy 
and 
still 
more 
by 
com paring 
the 
flu ctu ations 
of 
prices in differ­ 
ent c ou 
n t r i e s 
having the d if­ 
ferent standards 
or in the same 
cou ntry at differ­ 
ent times. Every 
Judge. 
one of these tests

The Co ncentratio n o f Wealth. 
“ M any cite 
the concentration of 
w ealth in a few hands as one cau se of the 
farm er’s poverty, bu t is not that worse in 
other cou ntries w ith different systems?” 
There is no cou ntry of high civiliza­ 
tion in w hich it is so bad, except per­ 
haps in one or 
tw o where

E arly in 
18 9 2 Hon. Roswell G. Horr, tariff edi­ 
tor of the New York Tribu ne, started 
ou t to prove that protection did not cre­ 
ate m illionaires. 
U nder his direction a very carefu l 
censu s was tak en in every jiart of the 
U nited States by 
T he 
T ribu ne’s 
agents. The lists 
were 
pu blished 
week ly in 
The 
T ribu ne for cor­ 
rection and then 
compiled 
in 
a 
pam phlet. 
The 
nu m ber exceeded 
4,000 and 
was 
soon proved 
to 
be entirely too 
small. Mr. H orr 
s u c c e e d e d in 
proving to hi s 
own satisfaction 
m anu factu rers. 
“ And how w ere the rest m ade?” 
The enormou s land grants and su bsi­ 
dies to railroads made a few dozens lik e 
Stanford, Crock er and H u ntington. The 
su ddeu grow th of w estern cities du o to 
the hothou se system of forcing develop­ 
m ent made a few hu ndreds. Dozens lik o 
Jay Gou ld and liis fellows wero made 
by the system of railroad wreck ing. 
M any w ere made by specu lation in gold 
and governm ent bonds, by the national 
bank ing system and m any other schemes 
fostered by governm ent. 
A few —very 
few, it m u st be ad­ 
m itted—were hon­ 
estly made by legit­ 
im ate enterprises in 
w hich the govern­ 
m ent was 
not 
a 
partner, and many 
by the advaneo in 
real estate in ou r 
great cities. 
M any 
others have carried 
t he 
investigation 
mu ch 
f a r t he r . 
Thom as G. Shear- 
Pu ek . 
man, E sq., the great 
law yer, has conclu sively shown 
that 
some 30,000 men own or absolu tely con­ 
trol one-half the property of the U nited 
States; that 100,000 men own half the 
rem ainder, and that the great mass of 
laboring produ cers actu ally own very 
little if any more than they did in 
18 60. 
Tho resu lts are sim ply awfu l. 
Ten men in New York city today hold 
the credit of the U nited States abso­ 
lu tely a t their mercy. 
If it were to 
their interest, they cou ld 
tomorrow 
sweep aw ay the gold basis and precipi­ 
tate a panic in W all street. 
B u t the 
farm er is told that all this is none of his 
bu siness and is expected to be controlled 
in his vote by the gold su perstition. 
The Go ld Saperntitio n. 
‘ ‘How can there be a gold su perstition? 
W hat do you m ean by su ch a phrase?” 
I m ean ju st w hat the words im ply— 
that a large portion of the hu m an race 
has become pos­ 
sessed w ith the 
notion that gold 
is 
infallible, 
a 
notion as degrad­ 
ing in its w ay as 
the 
A f r i c a n 
snak e 
worship. 
N ine-tenths 
of 
the gold mono­ 
m etallists in this 
cou ntry 
boldly 
proclaim

gold

“ We k now ,” the 
s a v a g e s 
say, 
“ t hat

We lau gh at the poor hea­ 
then, bu t the argu m ent is on their side, 
for it never has been m athem atically 
proved, and it cannot be proved, that 
1 Mu mbo Ju m bo has not great power in 
j the u nseen ; bu t it has repeatedly been 
proved in every way open to the hu m an 
intellect that gold is a shifting and u n­ 
stable standard of valu e, far more u n­ 
stable than silver, and that tw ice w ith­ 
in the memory of men not very old it 
has changed in valu e so su ddenly as to 
vitiate all long tim e contracts and dis­ 
locate all indu strial conditions. 


T he F act A bo ut Go ld. 
Every economist w orthy of the name 
had said again and again that gold flu c­ 
tu ates in valu e. 
No economic w riter 
has ever denied it. 
In his 
“ W ealth 
of 
N ations” 
Adam Sm ith says: “ Gold 
and silver, lik e every other 
commodity, vary in their 
valu e. 
The discovery of 
the abu ndant 
mines of 
Am erica redu ced in the 
fifteenth centu ry the valu e 
of gold and silver in E u ­ 
rope to abou t a third of 
w hat it had been before. 
This revolu tion in their 
valu e, thou gh perhaps the 
greatest, is by no means 
the only one of w hich his­ 
tory gives some accou nt. ” 
Professor Jevons, in his 
work u pon “ Money and 
Pu ck . 
the 
M echanism of Ex­ 
change, ” chapter G, says, “ In respect to 
steadiness of valu e the m etals are prob­ 
ably less satisfactory, regarded as a 
standard of valu e, than m any other com­ 
modities, su ch as corn.” 
L j “ corn” Professor Jevons means 
w heat and all other cereals. 
Ricardo, in his paper on tho “ High 
Price of B u llion,” says, “ If we dim in­ 
ish the qu antity of cu rrency, we give 
an additional valu e to i t .” 
By “ cu rrency” Ricardo m eant money 
of every character, inclu ding gold. 
Mr. Macleod, in his ablo work on 
the “ Elem ents of B ank ing,” says, “ Tho 
actu al alteration 
in tlio q u a n tities 
of the preciou s 
m etals has m a­ 
terially 
altered 
their 
valu e 
at 
different periods 
of history. ” 
Professor F ran­ 
cis A. W alk er of 
t he 
M assachu ­ 
setts Institu te of 
Technology, 
in 
his able work on 
m on e y, 
says: 
“ Gold and silver 
do over long pe- 
r i o d s 
u ndergo 
great changes of 
valu e and become 
in a high degree 
deceptive as

It is a point w ell w orth noting, how ­ 
ever, that in the seven or eight years— 
18 49 -56—that gold, according to the 
best au thorities, lost 25 per cent of its 
valu e, the world accommodated itself 
very easily to the change. 
Tho only 
ou tcry w as from the holders of fixed in­ 
debtedness, and they w anted to demone­ 
tize gold becau se it was too cheap. WTe 
heard very little abou t that in this 
cou ntry and the masses of ou r people 
did not even k now it, becau se wo had 
then no perm anent creditor class, no 
great bondholders; bu t the literatu re of 
Eu rope at the tim e was fu ll of com­ 
plaints, AND A U STRIA , GERM ANY 
AND 
BELGIUM ACTUALLY 
DE­ 
M ONETIZED GOLD. 
On the other 
hand, the rapid increase 
in the valu e of gold w ith­ 
in the last 20 years has 
w rou ght w orldwide bank ­ 
ru ptcy, has brou ght a wail 
of distress from produ cers 
in all lands, has again and 
again 
shak en the very 
fou ndations of 
c r e d i t 
throu ghou t tho B ritish empire, au d right 
now, according to Dr. E du ard Su ess, 
threatens a redivision of the earth. 
In 
short, contraction is very m any tim es 
more destru ctive than inflation. 
“ B u t the m onom etallists deny that 
there has been any contraction, or that 
gold cheapened in 18 49 -56, or that it 
has really appreciated in valu e since 
18 70.” 
Oh, yes, they’ll deny anything 
n o w. 
M acau lay has w ell said that if a prop­ 
erty interest were affected by it thou ­ 
sands of intelligent men wou ld deny the 
law of gravitation. 
Only a few years 
ago some of the greatest scholars in this 
cou ntry denied that a man whose sk in 
was black and his hair woolly had a nat­ 
u ral right to the fru its of his labor or 
tha t a m arried woman had a right to 
her own earnings. 
A Dangero us Dasis. 
In no speech or book pu blished before 
18 9 0 w ill you find it denied that the 
volu me of money and its proportion to 
general trade are the m ain factors in de­ 
term ining 
t he 
general level of 
prices. 
It 
was 
tak en for granted 
that the am ou nt 
of money of u lti­ 
m ate redem ption 
determ ined 
the 
price 
level. 
It 
was the fou nda­ 
tion u pon w hich 
a l l 
dispu tants 
bu ilt their argu ­ 
ments. B u t now 
you can hear it 
denied every day. 
And why? 
Be- 
Pu ck , 
cau se it does not fit the argu m ents 
of those who have selfish interests to 
serve. 
They now m aintain that all 
forms of cu rrency, inclu ding checks 
and every other k ind of 
representativ e 
money, m u st be cou nted the same as the 
co in basis, thou gh ev ery so und financier 


k nows that, by the method of the at*, 
m inistration in constru ing the laws, si*, 
ver now performs no fu nction that 
greenback s w ou ld not, and that silver, 
silver certificates and greenback s are 
mere tok en money, ¡ill resting on the 
dangerou sly narrow basis of that m etal 
which is the money of u ltim ate redemp­ 
tion. 
“ You adm it, however, that the free 
coinage of silver wou ld produ ce some 
inflation. 
Su ppose it were bu t 10 or 20 
per cent, as Senator 
Jones 
think s. 
Wou ld not even that mu ch inflation do 
gioat harm in dislocatic^ existing bu si­ 
ness conditions?” 
H istory has answered that qu estion 
so conclu sively that argu m ent is u n­ 
necessary. 
In 18 49 -56 the specie infla­ 
tion throu ghou t 
the world is al­ 
leged 
to 
have 
been so m e 25 per 
cent, and in this 
c o u n t r y there 
was 
a 
general 
cu rrency 
infla­ 
tion 
o f 40 per 
cent. 
Was any­ 
body badly hu rt? 
Look over the pa­ 
pers of that tim e 
and see if you 
can find any com­ 
plaints from the 
farm ing regions. 
Do 
not 
econo- 
m i s t s 
of 
all 
schools 
a g r e e 
that tho 12 years 
im m ediately preceding ou r civil w ar 
wero the golden age of the A m eri­ 
can farm er, 
if 
he 
ever 
had one? 
Again, from early in 18 62 to early in 
18 65 the cu rrency of this cou ntry was 
inflated at least 150 per cent. 
Some 
harm was done, of cou rse, becau se the 
inflation was rapid and tremendou s. It 
was six tim es as great as any inflation 
now possible from tho free coinage of 
silver, bu t tho only seriou s evil in it 
was that it gave occasion for a su bse­ 
qu ent contraction. 


The Benefits o f Ex pansio n. 
I m ight qu oto all the economic w rit­ 
ers, from A dam Sm ith down, to the 
effect that the volu me of money is the 
m ain factor in fixing the general price 
level. 
You w ill find the doctrine ably 
set forth in tho work s of Adam Smith, 
John Lock e, David Hu me, John Stu art 
M ill, David Ricardo, W illiam Stanley 
Jevons and by all the French and A m eri­ 
can economists. The appalling effects of 
long continu ed contraction and the al­ 
most marvelou s benefits resu lting from 
a liberal increase ih the coin su pply are 
thu s beau tifu lly set forth by Sir A rchi­ 
bald Alison in his history of Eu rope:

The Wages o f Labo r. 
He m ight have added, and this point 
seems 
to worry ou r 
m onom etallist 
friends, that the wages of laborers roso 
considerably faster than the prices of 
necessaries. 
Even so did they in 18 48 - 
5 6 . And w hy not again ? 
In tru th the 
wages of more thau half ou r laborers 
have got to rise before there can be a 
rise in necessaries. M onometallists have 
conveniently overlook ed the fact that 60 
per cent of the laborers in the United 
States do not work for fixed money 
w ages; they produ ce, and w hat they sell 
the produ cts for constitu tes their wages. 
It is self evident, therefore, that a rise 
in the price of the produ ct is itself a 
rise in wages. 
This class inclu des all 
the farm ers, cotton, su gar and tobac­ 
co growers, vegetable gardeners, fisher-

men, gro wers of all kinds of liv e stock 
for food, and m any others that I cannot 
detail 
One o f the wo rst erro rs o f the 
mo nametallist is in assuming that the 
great mass o f crur wo rkers are hired la­ 
bo rers, and they get that impressio n fro m 


such m isleading do cuments as the A l­ 
drich report, abou t w hich 
so m u ch has 
been said. Exam ine that repo rt careful­ 
ly and you w ill find that the wo rking­ 
men in all tho trades m entioned 
in it 
do not together nu m ber qu ite o ue-fo urth 
as many as the farm ers of the cou ntry. 
And their method of treating 
this 
su bject accou nts for a very large part 
of the ill hu m or among farmers. 
In 
spite of the censu s and common sense, 
ou r alleged statesm en and economists 
insist on treating the su bject as if 
th e 
farm er were not a laboring man. A 
co n- f 
gressional committee is appointed to 
go 
ou t and prove that wages have 
risen, 
and of cou rse they prove it. 
B u t ho w? 
They tak e the highest wages paid to 
the 
most sk illfu l la­ 
borers 
in 
the 
hi gh est priced 
cities at the bu si­ 
est season of the 
year. 
As a ru le 
they tak e 
only 
t hos e 
laborers 
who are in well 
organized trades 
u nions, althou gh 
they are bu t a 
tenth of the la­ 
bou rs 
of 
the 
N. Y. Herald, 
cou ntry, and they are extrem ely careful 
not to tak e into the accou nt the 
number 
who are earning no wages at all, w hich 
is a pretty considerable item when y o u 
reflect that in Ohio, for instance, the 
co al 
miners only averaged 
148 day s o f full 
work last year. 
If you w ill take all la­ 
borers, especially all who pro duce the 
necessaries of life from the soil, and 
cou nt lost time, you w ill find that since 
18 73, except in cases where they 
hav e 
been abnorm ally k ept 
up by trades 
u nion methods, wages have declined in 
the same ratio as commodities. 
The Farmers’ Meager Inco me. 
A rise in the price of necessaries thefiW ' 
wou ld of itself be a rise in the wages o f T 
60 per cent of tho laboring produ cers. ' 
B u t wou ld it stop there? Certainly no t. 
Tho farm ers wou ld first pay their press­ 
ing debts and set the money in motion. 
They wou ld then su pply them selves 
w ith those things they 
have w anted so lou g and 
been compelled to do w ith­ 
ou t. 
A ll the cou ntry m er­ 
chants au d all the cou ntry 
artisans im m ediately de­ 
pendent on the farmers, 
su ch as black smiths, co b­ 
blers, carpenters, painters 
and the lik e, wou ld im ­ 
mediately share in the 
gain, and all others in the 
improvement 
du e to a 
general 
gain in 
trade. 
Ou r agricu ltu ral depart- 
N. Y. Wo rld, m eu t has shown that the 
farm ers’ income has declined over $6 
per cu ltivated acre.

The great thing to do, 
and the one thing that 
m u st be done if we are to j 
avert general paralysis, is 
to stop the decline where 
it now is and then change 
N. Y. Herald, 
from a falling to a rising mark et. 
T ha t 
w ill give u s timo to breathe. 
It w ill 
stim u late enterprise. 
No man w ill in­ 
vest money now w ith even chances 
o f 
having his investm ent decline on his 
hands. B u t give a reasonable assu rance 
even of a trifling advance and everything 
w ill at once pu t on new life. 
I need 
cite no proofs of this. It is tho u niversal 
experience of all cou ntries and in all 
times. 
Ho nest Mo ney . 
“ B u t you concede, if I u nderstand, 
you , that a part of the decline in farm 
produ ce prices lias been du e to greatly 
increased produ ction?” 
Unqu estionably. 
No intelligent man 
denies it. How’ m u ch is du e to that and 
how mu ch to monometallism we cau not 
figu re ou t to a 
cent, bu t I think 
we can 
c om e 
mu ch nearer to 
it than the mono­ 
m etallists adm it. 
All past experi­ 
ence has shown 
t ha t 
increased 
produ ction of tho 
necessaries of life* 
Pu ck . 
does not of itself 
redu ce prices in the exact proportion of 
the 
increase, 
for increased dem and 
comes in and very frequ ently offsets 
all the gain in produ ction. 
For con­ 
venience’s sak e I w ill state in the brief­ 
est possible form w hat silverites believe 
on this su bject We m aintain: 
1. T hat there is not enou gh gold in 
the world and cannot 
be enou gh pro­ 
du ced to m aintain the present level of 
prices. If monometallism prevails, there 
m u st be a still fu rther shrink age.

dare not conjectu re how far it w ill go, 
bu t I am certain that it w ill not ¿top 
sho rt of 40 cent w heat and 4 cent cotton 
and other things in proportion.

3. T h at in consequence of th e much 
greater increase of p op ulation and p ro­ 
duction th an of th e metals, if th ere h ad 
been no demonetization, both f,^old and 
silver would h ave gained greatly in val­ 
ue since 18 7 3. 
Th e villainy of mono­ 
metallism lies in th e fact th at all th e 
gain h as been concentrated in gold. By 
way of general conclusion, I believe th at 
monometallism for th e %vorld is imp os­ 
sible, and th at Europ e only m aintains 
it on th e condition th at oth er nations do 
not. 
In fiict, if it is to be maintained 
in th is country and Europ e, we must 
p rep are for anoth er sh rinkage so great 
th at th e p eop le w ill not endure it.

forgotten. 
A 
weak intellect is no more to be c on­ 
cealed than an ignoble character; 
both, like oil on water, will come to 
the su rface. 
Du llards, whose dearth of origi­ 
nality is 
only ex ceeded 
by their 
consu m ing mania to be thou ght lit­ 
erary , become om niv erou s readers 
and self-called c ntic f; to adv ertise 
their own names, they accu se su ch 
writers as Shakespeare of plagiar­ 
ism. 
If the im m ortal bard be the 
poor m an whom we think, in those 
day s when books were scarce and 
dear; if, with his all-com prehensiv e 
and 
inex hau stible 
writings,

oth er labors attribu ted to him, he

hav ing no permit to speak. 
“ At this Peter Witt, president of 
the 
Central 
Labor 
u nion; 
Stev e 
Freir, of the N ational Boilerm akers’ 
u nion, and George G ordon, a news­ 
paper man, declared one after a n­ 
other that they wou ld see if the 
right of speech 
wou ld 
be denied 
them, and m ou nted the stand. 
All 
three were arrested and 
were fol­ 
lowed 
to 
the jail by a mob that 
shou ted for their release. 
T he men 
were bailed ou t and the crowd re ­ 
tu rned to the squ are. 
“ F rom the centennial 
log cabin 
floats a banner annou ncing a M c ­ 
Kinley ex cu rsion 
to Canton, and 
some one shou ted that while the 
squ are cou ld not be u sed by citizens 
for political argu m ents it cou ld be 
u sed for political adv ertisements. 
“ Im m ediately i,ooo men shou ted 
to their com rades to tear down the 
cabin. 
It 
was 
only 
by 
prom pt 
action on the part of the police that 
the cabin was sav ed from 
d e stru c ­ 
tion. 
The affair has cau sed the u t­ 
most feeling and the crowd in 
the 
squ are had not dispersed 
late this 
ev ening.”
